HENNING TRAPPED 
ON WITNESS STAND 


Admits Living with Wife 
After $25,000 Suit. 


STATES ATTORNEY EYES IT 


John C. Henning took the witness stand 


yesterday in his suit to recover $25,000 from 
Clarence 8. Funk in repayment for the affec- 
tions of his wife he claims to have lost two 
yeare ago. The suit was filed shortly after 
the general manager of the International 
Harvester company contributed to the his- 
tory of the Lorimer case the $100,000 slush 
funé story which lead to the expulsion of 
Edward Hines from the Union League club. 

Mr. Hennings testimony consumed five 
minutes’ time under the direct examination 
of Daniel Donahoe, the lawyer in charge of 
his case. Then he was turned over to Attor- 
ney Frank H. Scott for cross examination. 
When the hour for adjournment came Attor- 
ney Scott had not finished, but he left a limp, 
white, distracted figure in the witness chair 
where before had been a cold, debonair, con- 
fident complainant. 


Forces Witness to Admissions. 

Attorney Scott first asked Henning if he 
had lived with the wife, whose affections he 
lost, since October, 1911, and Henning said 
he had not. Then he forced the witness to 
admit he had lived with his wife after Oct. 
5 at Mobile, Ala. 

Then Mr. Scott asked Henning if he knew 
where his wife went after leaving Mobile, 
Ala., on Oct. 10. The witness said he was 
positive he did not know. He said he was 
positive he did not know where she is now, 
The lawyer asked Henning if he knew “ Bil- 
He Harris,” now stopping at the Grand Atlan- 
tic hotel in Atlantic City. 

Henning guiped and twirled his fingers 
and blurted out an emphatic assurance that 
he did not know. 

Then before a tittering jury and a sickly 
looking witness Attorney Scott drew forth 
a letter in masculine handwriting and read 
a letter to Billie Harris signed Mick- 
ey.” Turning suddenly, he shot a question 
at the witness. And Henning found himself 
automatically admitting he was the author 
of the letter, that the “ Billie Harris was 
his wife—in fact, that he had Hed when 
he said he did not know the whereabouts 
of the woman whose love he says he lost. 


Surprise for Henning. 

From then on Mr. Scott's path was compar- 

atively easy. He asked Henning if he knew 
Margaret Oviatt. There was an unpleasant 
expression of surprise on Mr. Hennins's 
face when he admitted he did. The lawyer 
asked him if Miss Oviatt was traveling with 
his wife. Henning admitted she was—and 
suddenly it seemed to dawn on him that per- 
haps his wife’s traveling companion was a 
detective in the employ of Scott. 
‘Tt was not hard to get Henning to admit in 
the face of his previous contradictions that 
he had been living with his wife in Chicago 
recently under the name A. E. Mills. And a 
partial admission that they had lived to- 
gether at the Alexandria hotel. In fact, the 
u ens became so convinced that his ques- 
tioners knew the real truth about him that 
he caught himself asking them to refer to 
their notes and refreeh his memory 

At the close of the case Attorney Scott 
asked Judge Slusser to require a bond for 
the appearance of Henning in court today.. 
The judge declined to demand a bond, but 
intimated that if Henning was not present his 
case would be thrown cut. 


Funk Hears Deecribed. 

Mr. Funk wes sitting in the courtroom all 
afternoon, not communicating with his law- 
vers. He listened emgerly to everything 
that was said. All the while the lawyers 
and detectives employed by the defense 
were making anxious inquiries regarding 
hie whereabouts, and the witnesses were giv- 
ing elaborately ridiculous descriptions of his 
appearance. 

It was said that Mr. Funk would take the 
stand, perhaps today, and not only swear 
he never ketw Mre. Henning, but that he 
never had deen at the Congress hotel with 
any woman, and had not placed a foot Inside 
the Grand Pacific hotel for more than five 
years.

In connection with the visit it wae learned 
that two representatives of the Outlook, one 
of them Car Howland, who has been close 
to Col. Roosevelt since his return from 
Africa two years ago, were in town. Both 
put up at one of the headquarters hotels, 
They were anxious regarding the possibility 
of a progressive-conservative fight in the 


convention. 
In the hope of conciliating Bryan and his 
progressives, whom the Democratic steam 
roller flattened out today, the reactionary 
leaders in control of the national convention 
agreed to give the Nebraskan an opportunity 
to mold the platform of the party. 
Following his defeat this afternoon Mr. 
Bryam denounced the men who triumphed 
over him in the strongest kind of language. 
His indigmation startled the coservative 
element, and on every side was heard the fear 
that Bryan might lead a revolt from the 
Democratic party and join the proposed new 
pfogressive party. The object is to keep 
him in the ranks, if possible. 


Hold Out Job to Bryan. 

This was the situation that became known 
following the appointment of the resolutions 
committee. Bryan is the Nebraska member 
of the committee, and he will be its chair- 
man if he will accept the place. 

In his speech as temporary chairman Alton 
B. Parker took noticeable pains to con- 
ciliate Bryan. He paid him a high com- 
pliment, as the leader of the Democracy in 
three carmpaigns and arserted Mr. Bryan 
could serve the party now by taking the 
chairmanship of the resolutions committee 
and shaping the declaration of principles. 

The resolutions committee met immediately 
following the adjournment of the convention, 
but Bryan was not present. The committee 


therefore adjourned to meet tomorrow. 


Mr. Bryan declined to indicate whether he 
would accept the proffered olive branch and 
take the chairmanship of the committee.

TAFT CANNOT WIN 
ELECTORAL VOTE 


‘House of Representatives May 
Have Decision on Who Shall 
Be Next President. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Baltimore, Md. June 26.—[Special. }—Polt | - 
ticians in Washington and Baltimore who are 
conversant with the election laws of the 
various states and the law governing the 
selection and duties of presidential electors 
today said that, regardless of the action of 
the Democratic convention, Mr. Taft cannot 
get a majority of the electoral vote. A poll 
of the house, said to have been concluded 
yesterday by Taft men, showsthere would be 
a tie vote. 

The situation is one which has driven the 
advisors of the president to the law books and 
court decisions, with the result that they are 
said to have admitted that, if Theodore Roose- 
velt is a third party candidate, the election 
of the next president will be thrown into the 
house of representatives. 

According to men who have studied the 
situation the president cannot get the thirty- 
eight electoral vote of Pennsylvania, and 
there is extreme doubt if he can get the elec- 
toral votes from five other Republican states, 
which, altogether, will lose him 100 votes in 
the electoral college. These states are Kan- 
gas, Nebraska, North Dakota, New Jersey, 
and Wisconsin. 


Tells Keystone State Case. 

„The names of the presidential candidates 
are not printed on the ballots in Pennsyl- 
vania,”’ one member of congress who has can- 
vassed the whole matter said today. The 
Republican electors who have been chosen in 
Pennsylvania have been instructed for Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, and they will vote for him. 

„It is the intention of the Roosevelt men 
in that state to name the same men for elec- 
tlon on their party ticket. That means that 
both the third party electors and the Repub- 
lican electors will be against Mr. Taft. Many 
of Mr. Taft's friends admit he cannot be 
elected without Pennsytvania.” 

In Kansas, where the Roosevelt sentiment 
is strong, Mr. Taft may not get his name on 
the ballot in many counties. In that state 
it is within the discretion of the county clerk 
to place the presidential nominee’s name on 
the ticket or leave it off. The ten electors 
from the Sunflower state are likely to be 
all Roosevelt men. There is a question 
whether or not, under the state law, there 
still is time te get third party candidates 
on the national! ticket by petition. 


Nebraskans Named for Colonel. 

In Nebraska, which has eight in the elec- 
toral college, the Republican elector nomi- 
nees already have been named for Roose- 
velt. The Taft forces may get their candi- 
date’s electors on the ticket by petition, but 
those of authority say the new list of Taft 
electord would have to be placed in the inde- 
pendent ticket column, for the Roosevelt 
electors’ nominee will occupy the Republican 
column. 

In North Dakota the five elector nominees 
occupy the same position. New Jersey Re. 
publicans also have nominated electors, all 
of whom are pledged to Roosevelt. They are 
considered as too securely bound to the colo- 
nel for the Taft forces to care to leave them 
on the ballot in the Republican column 


Wisconsin Law Hurts Taft. 

The thirteen Wisconsin electors are going 
to be doubly hard for Mr. Taft to get because 
of a new law that provides for 4 separate 
ballot for the presidential tickets, say the 
men from that state. 

Locking toward the possibility of Mr. Taft's 
nomination, the Republican leaders of Wis- 
consin had a Jaw placed on the statute books 
that provides that the names of presidential 
nominees and presidential electors shal) not 
be placed on the same ticket with the nomi- 
nees for congress and state officers. 

„The presidential elector for the first time 
in the history of the country has become the 
most commanding figure in it.“ said one man, 
summing up a discussion of the president’s 
chances of election.’

SHOW ANALOGIES 


Ratio of Progressives to Reac- 
tionaries Almast the Same 
in Both Bodies. 


ROLL CALLS MUCH ALIKE. 
Bryan’s Fight in Baltimore Sim- 
ilar to That of Roosevelt 
in Chicago. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Baltimore, Md., June 25.—[{Special.]—The 


vote of 579 to 510, by which the reactionary 


forces in the Democratic convention today 
defeated William Jennings Bryan's stand for 
progressivism, is startlingly paraliei to the 
roll calls of last week in the Republican con- 
vention, by which the cause of Roosevelt 
was beaten. That vote was 564 to 510. 

The unit rule in the Democratic convention 
is responsible in several states for the weak 
showing of the progressive forces. 

It is of interest to look into these two roll 
calls. The comparison is made between 
the vote cast at the Republican convention 
upon the decisive motion of Gov. Deneen to 
exclude the contesting delegates from voting 
upon their own cases and the vote cast to- 
day upon the temporary chairmanship of the 
Democratic convention. 

There was no material change in the lineup 
of the twenty-seven states, fifteen of which 
finished with the reactionary column in both 
conventions, and twelve of which were no- 
tably progressive in the two conventions, 


Fifteen Reactionary States. 

The fifteen reactionary siates—indicated by 
both the Republican and Democratic roll calls 
—are Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Michigan, Mississippi, New York. 
Rhode Ialand, Virginia and Vermont. 

The twelve progressive states in the Re- 
publican convention, and progressive like- 
wise in Baltimore on the Bryan-Parker prop- 
osition—and nearly every one a direct pri- 
mary state—are Waho, Kansas, Massachu- 
setts, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, Pennsy!- 
vania, South Dakota and Wisconsin. 

Ten states which classified themselves 
with the reactionaries at Chicago for one 
reason or knother, reversed their position 
0 far as the Democratic convention is con- 
cerned, and voted for Bryan as against Par- 
ker, having voted with the steam roller in 
Chicago last week. They are Arizona, Del- 
aware, Montana, Nevada, New Hampshire. 
New Mexico, South Carolina, Texas, Wash- 
ington and Wyroming. 


Notable in the List. 

Notable in this list are the Texas and 
Washington delegations, both of which were 
Seated in the Chicago convention under the 
steam roller methods of the national com- 
mittee and subsequently by the direction of 
the self-constructed credentials committee of 
the reactionaries, aided by the gavel of Sen- 
ator Root. 

Material change is recorded in three states, 
comparing today’s vote with the Chicago 
vote on the Deneen motion. Colorado, 12 to 
0 for the reactionary program and under the 
direction of Big Steve Stevenson and 
Senator Guggenheim. voted 12 for the steam 
roller. Today the Colorado delegation split, 
6 and 6 The Tennessee delegation at Chi- 
Cago was voted 23 to 1 for the old guard 
program. Senator Luke Lea, leading the 
progressives, forced a vote of 17 to:7, with 
the 17 still lined up with the reactionaries. 
Utah, handled by Senator Reed Smoot at 
Chicago, voted 7 to 1 for the Penrose-Crane- 
Barnes-Taft program. Today Utah delega- 
tion divided evenly, 4 to 4. 


California Gives Parker Aid. 

The changes of the greater significance 
had to do with states which were indicated 
as progressive on most of the Chicago roll 
calls, but which went to Parker today in 
opposition to Bryan. 

California—belligerent and bellicose last 
week under Gov. Johnson's leadership— 
stood 2 to 24 at Chicago, the two being the 
two Taft delegates from San Francisco, 
classed by Col. Roosevelt as stolen prop- 
erty. Today the announced vote was 18 
to 7, due largely to the persona! influence of 
Theodore E. Bell, who made a speech for 
Parker. Bell is a former national head of 
the Order of Eagles. 

Lilinois——instructed for Roosevelt—voted 
51 for the Deneen motion and 7 against in 
Chicago. Today the real vote was 5 for 
Bryan and 53 against. but under the unit 
rule Roger C. Sullivan cast the entire 58 
votes for Parker. 

Maine, swept by Roosevelt, was solid for 
the progressive plans at Chicago. Today 
the state split 11 to 1 in favor of the old 


guard proposition. 


Maryland Swings Back. 
Maryland, carried in a statewide primary 
for Roosevelt, cut its vote at Chicago, 7 for 
the progressive plans and 9 against. Today 
the Maryland vote was 14 votes reactionary 
and 1 vote progressive, with 1 vote split. 


Missouri, with a presidential candidate who 


did not know what to do in the crisis, ac- 
cording to gossip, was progressive at Chi- 
cago under Gov. Hadley’s leadership, by a 
vote of 16 for the Penrose-Crane plans to 20 
for the Roosevelt idea. With Speaker Clark 
in a fix, the vote today was 22 standpat and

North Carolina, clearly progressive at 
Chicago by a vote of 22 to 2, switched today 
and the vote was 15 to 9 the other way. 

Ohio, also with a presidential candidate, 
showed a reversal of form. Upon the stréntth 
of the Roosevelt victory in the direct prima- 
ries in President Taft's state, there were 84 
progressive delegates and 14 reactionaries 
in the Chicago convention. The Harmon 
delegates today split up 29 to 19, the 29 voting 
for Parker. 


Split in West Virginia. 

West Virginia, militant and battling for 
the Roorevelt progressive platform at Chi- 
cago, was iG to C on every progressive prop- 
vsition there. Today, backing up the vote 
of its national committeeman, John T. Me- 
Graw, one of the old guard, the state was 
éivided 4% for Parker and 6% for Bryan. 
As to the territories and the District of 
Columbia, the vote in the two conventions 
is identical substantially, the difference being 
that each of the outlying possessions (except 
Hawalh in the Republican convention had 
but two votes, while the Democrats allow 
taem six each. The District of Columbia 
contvsting delegation, seated by the national 
committee iasi night, voted with the reac- 
tionary piugram today. The District's Taft 
delegation, contesting at Chicago, was ceat- 
ed by the rat‘onal committee and voted ac-

Sullivan Will Stand Pat. 

He wil! insist that the credentials commit- 
tee seat his delegates as the national com- 
mittee did last night. His friends are in 
complete control of the committee and when 
the vote is taken it ig practically sure the 
thirty-one Illinois seats at stake, including 
the eight delegates at large, the twenty dis- 
trict delegates from Cook county, the two 
from the Rainey district, and the one from 
the Bloomington district, will be filled by the 
men friendly to Mr. Sullivan. 

Joseph E. Bell of Indiana was elected 
chairman of the credentials committee. The 
Georgia member moved early in the proceed- 
ings that the action of the national commit- 
tee be ratified in all instances, but he re- 
delved little support.

Some Clark Men Not Progressive. 

As Mr. Clark expressed his willingness to 
allow each of his supperters to follow his 
own judgment in this contest, it {s evident 
that there are quite a number of men in- 
structed for Clark who have no sympathy 
with progressive ideas—men who if they are 
ever released from the support of Mr. Clark 
may be expected to take up with a reaction- 
ary. This is an element that must be taken 
into account in making calculations upon 
the ticket that is to be nominated. 

The lineup today is therefore important. 


It is also important in that it enables the 


folks at home to know what their representa- 
tives are doing at Baltimore. 

A word as to the fight over temporary 
chairman. I several weeks ago acwised the 
committee to insure harmony by selecting 
a chairman acceptable to Clark and Wilson, 
they together having more than half of the 
convention, if not two-thirds. 


Foresaw No Difficulty. 


As both have been running as progressives 
and the chief effort on the part of the friends 
of each being to prove him a better progres- 
sive than the other, I thought there would be 
no difficulty in securing an agreement in re- 
gard to a chairman, and this agreement 
would have insured the chairman's accept- 
ance without a contest. 

The committee, however, brought out 
Parker and pitted him against Congressman 
Henry, the choice of Mr. Wilson, and Con- 
gressman James, the choice of Mr. Clark. 
When the matter went before the full com- 
mittee the Wilson men, on Gov. Wilson's 
advice, threw their strength to Janes, but 
James could not hold all of the Clark men. 
I tried to persuade Mr. James to allow the 


use of his name in the convention contest 


against Parker, but as Mr. Clark's managers 
were supporting Mr. Parker, even to the 
extent of having Kentucky's national com- 
mitteeman vote for Parker—the Kentucky 
delegation was aleo largely for Parker—Mr. 
James ¢id not feel at liberty to enter the 
contest. I then asked Senator O'Gorman 
to allow the use of his name, but he felt it 
his duty to decline. 

I then presented the matter to Senator 
Kern. who was loath to undertake the con- 
test, owing to conditions in his state. How- 
ever, he agreed last evening to take the mat- 
ter under consideration. I did not see him 
any more until after the chairmanship fight 
was over, but —.— heard late last — that he 


had devleed a scheme in the interest of har- 
mony which I was glad to approve. 


Kern Brings Dramatic Moment. 

I think the reader, when he has fully di- 
gested this scheme, will admit that it is about 
as good an illustration as has been seen in 
many a day of the manner in, which tact and 
patriotism can be combined. After I had 
put Senator Kern in nomination against 
Parker, he took the platform and made a 
most forcible and eloquent plea for harmony. 

He called attention to the great issues 
involved and to the importance of present- 
ing a united front. He then presented a list 
of names, including Senators O'Gorman, Cul- 
berson, Shively and Lea, ex<Gov. Campbell 
of Ohio; ex-Gov. Folk of Missouri and Repre- 
sentative Clayton of Alabama. 

He called upon Parker, who sat just in front 
of him, to join him in withdrawing in favor of 
any one of these men in order that the con- 
vention might open without discord. 

It was a dramatic moment. Such an op- 
portunity seldom comes to a man. If Parker 
had accepted it, it would have made him the 
hero of the convention. There was a stir 
in his neighborhood ina moment. The bosses 
flocked around him, and the convention 
looked on in breathless anxiety, but he did 
not withdraw. The opportunity passed un- 
improved. 


Nothing Came of Offer. 

Senator Kern then appealed to Mr. Murphy 
to induce Mr. Parker to withdrawn, but Mr. 
Murphy was not in a compromising mood. 
This was the only thing that Senator Kern 
did, the good faith of which could be ques- 
tioned. I am afraid that he had no great 
expectation of melting the stony heart of 
the Tammany boss. 

At any rate, nothing came of the generous 
offer made by Mr. Kern, except that it shifted 
to the shoulders of Mr. Parker and his sup- 
porters entire responsibility for any discord 
that might grow out of the contest. 

Mr. Parker was escorted to the platform 
after his nomfination had been made unani- 
mous and began to deliver his address, but 
it had such a moving effect uopn the audi- 
ence that the reading was suspended and the 
convention adjourned until 8 o'clock this 
evening. 


Written in Wall Street Language. 

Various explanations might be given of the 
actions of the crowd. Probably the most 
reasonable is that it was half past 8 and 
many were hungry. There is another ex- 
planation, however, that is worth express- 
ing for consideration.

and was upheld at Denver in behalf of James 
M. Guffey in the Pennsylvania contests in 
1908.

Electors Above Any Law. 

“ Washington's best constitutional law- 
yers agree that the presidential elector is 
the one officer of the United States who is 
in no wise amenable to any law. He is su- 
perior to the courts,. to congress, and to the 
president. He cannot be prosecuted for con- 
tempt or for corruption. He cannot be en- 
jomed to do his duty or change his vote. 
He is supreme and no one can question his 
decision. 

“ Consequently the best Mr. Taft can hope 
—for some of the Republican electors are 
not going to vote for him—is that the elec- 
tion may be thrown into the house of repre- 
sentatives. Here, if the politicians’ poll ts 
correct, there is a tie vote, and it is this con- 
gress that would have to elect the next 
president. That would mean that the only 
hope for the president’s re#lection lies in 
the death of a congressman. What a na- 
tional political contest there would be if a 
vacancy occurred and a new congressman 
had to be named?“ 


Sullivan Sure of Victory. 

The expected action of the credentials com-

“We meet while the hills yet echo to 
the cries of liar, thief, and traitor, and furi- 
ous wails of fraud, bribery, treachery, and

Our candidates, however, are men of such 
lofty mien that we meet immune from the 
distemper which seized the Chicago con- 
vention, and privileged to discharge a solemn 
public duty calmly, deMberately, seriously. 

“The cause of government by the people 
the world over has been materially checked 
by the dfegraceful brawl which terminated 
in the bedlam of Chicago. Every good citizen 
has been put to shame by the brutality and 
the abuse which characterized this wrangle 
between a president and an ex-president. 

“The assault upon the unwritten pro- 
hibition against a third term made in the 
wild scramble for the Republican nomination 
warns us of the vital necessity of incor- 
porating in our constitution a safeguard 
against repeated terms. The danger seemed 
to have passed with the establishment of 
a precedent by Washington. Jefferson, and 
their successors. 


Sees Change in Position. 


“The man who split his party at Chicago 
once. recognized the third term tradition and 
acknowledged its application to his situg- 
tion. On the eve of hit triumph in 1004 he 
said: ‘The ‘wise custom which limits the 
president to two terms regards the sub- 
stance and not the form, and under no cir- 
cumstances will I de a candidate for or ac- 
cept’ another nomination.’ Wrong in this 
year of grace, he was right in that. 

Would the man who threw his hat in the 
ring and sought to slug his opponent over 
the ropes in his fight for a third term rest 
satisfied with its achievement? Clearly his 
lust of power would have brooked no such 
limitation. A third term would but have 
whetted his desire for more, and asthe terms 
slipped away each renewal would discover 
greater injury to our constitution, to the 
form of government established under It, and 
to every legal curb on his imperious will. 

„This ig the man who menaced us with an 
increase of federal power by usurpation of 
state rights, and without authority of con- 
situtional amendment; the man who took 
the isthmus of Panama ‘and let congress 
debate about it afterwards’; the man who, 
having enough money to send the fleet on its 
famous cruise ty the Pacific, sent it without 
sanction of congress, leaving it to appropri- 
ate the money for the return when congress 
deemed that necessary. This is the man who 
advocated federal incorporation for the in- 
crease of power at Washington and the light- 
ening of legal burdens on the corporations: 
the man who authorized the absorption of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company by the 
steel trust; the man who has sought to bat- 
ter down our statutory and constitutional 
safeguards. 


Tariff Raises Living Cost. 


In this great country, which boasts of a 
wealth of $130,000,000,000, as against $80,000, - 
000,000 for Great Britain and Ireland, $665,- 
000,000,000 for France and $60,000,000,000 
for Germany, all are conscious that too 


large a part of our wealth has been secured 


by a small percentage of our population and 


that the cost of living rises faster than the 
average income. 

The principal cause of all this is to be 
found in the tariff statutes. and in the com- 
binations restraining trade and competition, 
created for the purpose of wringing from the 
public every dollar which the tariff statutes 
make possible. 

“The average of duties under the tariff 
of 1789 was 8% per cent. Now the average 
is 50 per cent. Im 1842 the average Was 32 
per cent. In 1846 it was reduced to 25 per 
cent, which worked so well that a reduction 
to an avefage of 20 per cent followed in 
1857. 

Probably it would never have been again 
increased but for the war. Protected inter- 
ests benefited by two increases during the 
war, the first to an average of 37% per cent, 
the second to 47 per cent. That high aver- 
age, then excused only by the exigencies of 
the war, is exceeded now, as the average Is 
nearly 80 per cent. 


Republican Pledge Not Kept. 


‘‘An awakening of the people led the Re- 
publican national convention of 1908 to prom~ 
ise a revision. In vain did the people demand 
of congress the fulfillment of the Republican 
pledge, for the masters of that party—the 
protected interests—insisted upon the pound 
of flesh nominated in the bond. And it was 
yielded. Congress passed and the president 
signed the Payne-Aldrieh bill. 

„One outcome of this breach of faith was 
a Democratic house, which has acted so 
wisely and courageously as to arouse the 
enthusiasm of the people and inspire the 
Democratic party with justifiable hope of 

early opportunity to render a public service 
sorely needed. 

Under Democratic leadership special bills 
have been passed having for their purpose a 
revision of the tariff downward, ultimately 
to a revenue basis. These bills are known 
as ‘free lst, wool, cotton, metals, chemicals. 
sugar and excise.” The president's use of 
the veto power has postponed, however, the 
hour when the people shall enter into the 
enjoyment of the relief proposed. 


Regrets Defeat of Reciprocity. 


„The temporary failure, owing to the ac- 
tion of the electorate of Canada, of the effort 
to effectuate reciprocity with that country, 
is regrettable. In all probability, however, 
the sober second thought of the people of 
Canada will induce reconsideration of the 
action of last year. 

“For the ills that flow from that tariff 
increase from an average of 20 per cent to 50, 
the Republican party is responsible. For the 
continuance of that rate againet the efforts 
of a Democratic congress, a Republican 
president is to blame. It is evident, there- 
fore, that relief can come ohly through the 
election of a Democratic president and om 
gress. 

During all these years of enforced levies 
upon the many for the benefit of the few it 


has been demonstrated that the tariff ir, as 
accurately described by a trust magnate, 
‘the fruitful mother of trusts.’ 


Says Opponents Aided Truste. 


“Mr. Taft caid in a speech in 1008 that 
during the preceding ten years nine-tenths 
of the combinations to restrain trade had 
come into existence. During nearly all ha: 
time the Republican party was in‘contrd! of 
every northern, eastern, and western state. 
as well as of the federal government. Little 
was done by the party in power to retard the 
weedy growth and that little feebly. The 
prevention of combinations wouid have pro- 
tected all the people and harmed none. The 
procees of destruction punishes the imnoccnt 
investors as well as the guilty organizers* 

“The reason for the inactivity of the Re 
publican offictals is plain. The tariff bene- 
ficiaries were contributors to campaign 
funds of the party, which In turn protected 
the special privileges enjoyed by the donors. 

“The same party which shut out foreign 
competition was found willing to permit the 
formation of combinations which effectually 
banished home competition. The common 
law on the subject and the Sherman act were 
treated by Republican officials as repealed 
by implication. Need it be said that the pro- 
tected interests. for these larger privileges, 
made large contributions? 


Calls Roosevelt Trust Aid. 


„We are indebted to the president for the 
evidence that his predecessor restrained his 
attorney genera! from bringing suit against 
the Harvester combination. For ‘the steel 
corporation he went further, for he wrote 
his attorney general in advance of its ab- 
sorption of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company that he had decided to interpose 
no objection.’ 

“He apparently stood ready to perform 
similar kindly offices for all corporations, for 
he advocated the passage of a statute per- 
mitting voluntary submission of all engaged 
in interstate commerce to federal authority 
with the advantage to them of immunity 
from prosecution because of contracts made 
if stamped in advance with executive ap- 
proval as reasonable. * 

The effect of these and similar acts in- 
duced the result which Senator La Follette 
referred to in a recent speech in these words: 

When Roosevelt became president the 
total amount of the stock and bond issues of 
all combinations and trusts, including the 
railways then in combination, was only 
$8,784,000,000. When he turned the country 
over to Taft, whom he selected as his suc- 
cessor, the total capitalization of the trusts 
and combinations amounted to the enormous 
sum of $31,672,000,000, more than 70 per cent 
of which was water.’ 


Telis Power of Interests. 


„Not until the special session of congress 
in 1908, however, did the people appreciate 
that the protected interests held the Repub- 
lican congress with such an hon grip that 
congress would repudiate the pledge of its 
party to revise the tariff.

Suggests a Compromise Candidate.

The utmost disorcer prevailed during the 
speech of Bell of California in favor of 
Parker, and Representative Fitzgerald of 
New York, who followed with the same pur- 
pose, was distinctly not a success.

DETAILED STORY OF DAY. 

Baltimore, Md., June 25.—William Jennings 
Bryan lost his fight for progressive control 
of the Democratic national comPention today 
when he was defeated for temporary chair- 
man of the convention by Alton B. Parker. 

Mr. Bryer first nominated Senator Kern 
to oppose Parker. The latter declined the 
‘honor and named Mr. Bryan to make the 
fight. The Nebraskan made an eloquent plea 
for the cause he had represented for six- 
teen years, but it was unavalling. 3 
Phe debate preceding the roll call threw 


| the convention into wild disorder. 


Bryan Makes Fiery Speech. 

The report of the national committee, pre- 
senting the name of Alton B. Parker of New 
York for temporary chairman, precipitated 
the struggle between the progressive forces 
marshalled by Col. Bryan and those 
of the conservative element. Col. Bryan 
made a fiery speech, first urging Senator 
Kern and. later yielding to appeals that he 
would become a candidate against Parker 
for the chairmanship. 

A wealth of decorations in white and gold 
and, the national colors greeted the early ar- 
rivals on the scene. The big Yall, ordinarily 
a huge steel beamed, brick walled armory, 
was transformed by thousands of yards of 
buhting. The ugly steel girders under the 
roof were hidden by ‘a false ceiling of ight 
netting. From the alleries hung the banners 
of the various states and the territories and 
insular possessions. 


Crowd Slow in Arriving. 

The crowd came slowly and when the band 
began to play at ll o'clock the galleries and 
the guest sections surrounding the delegates 
on the, floor held «ut a scattered few. 

The delegates were slow in making their ap- 
pearance. A pouring rain and a scarcity of 
vehicles made progress a serious problem. 

The committee on arrangements had given 
the most prominent places on the floor to the 
states having avowed presidential candi- 
dates. To the right of the main aisle and 
directly in front of the stage was Missouri— 
home state of Speaker Champ Clark. To the 
left was New Jersey, with Woodrow Wileon 
as a favorite son. 

Back of Missouri came Ohio, with Gov. 
Harmon in the field. Back of New Jersey 
Was Alabama, home of Representative Oscar 
W. Underwood. Indiana did not fare so well, 
but the members of that Gelegation did not 
regard this as in any way Aiminishing the 
chances of Gov. Marshall. 

Connecticut was close to Ohio, the delega- 
tion enthusiastic in its support of Gov. Bald- 
win. North Dakota, nominating Gov. Burke 
of that state, was no more favorably located 
than Indiana, both being in fourth or fifth 
positions from the front. 


Senator Has Hard Time Entering. 

The slow arrival was due in part to the close 
scrutiny of tickets and credentials by the 
doorkeepers, a long line of delegates and oth- 
ers being held up outside the building. Sen- 
ator John Sharp Wiliams of Mississippi had 
a great deal of difficulty getting in. 

The first cheer of the convention went to 
Gov. Wilson. As the delegates seats began 
to fill up a ard bearer marched up the 
center aisle, carrying a big white silk banner 
2 a gold lone star and the inscrip-

As the banner appeared a cheer swept the 
scattered crowds in the galleries.

The Connecticut delegation endeavored to 
start a Baldwin demonstration, but without 
success. 

Then the band played Dixie and a great 
cheer swept the hall. The Star Spangled 
Banner brought the gathering to its feet. 

The California delegation brought in a large 
Champ Clark banner. Scattered cheers greet- 
ed its appearance. 


Bryan Slips In Quietly. 


Mr. Bryan surprised the convention by 
slipping in without anybody seefng him. He 
had left his hotel by the servants’ elevator, 
avoiding the crowd awaiting him there, and 
made his way quietly to the hall. He entered 
by the stage door and bobbed up in the rear 
of the stage by a back stairway. 

The crowd of delegates on the floor below 
could not see him. Mr. Bryan shook hands 
cordially with Cardinal Gibbons. 

“I am very glad indeed to meet vou.“ he 
ald, and am sorry not to have known you 
before.“ 

The Nebraskan then slipped back into a 
seat well secluded from the gaze of the crowd. 

The delegates at this time were in great 
confusion finding their seats and apparently 
were not concerning themselves with Mr. 
Bryan or anybody else. 

At 12:06 Mr. Mack arrived and climbed the 
stairs leading to the platform. 

A few delegates who went to speak to Mr. 
Bryan found him somewhat nervous and 
irritable. He confirmed his intention of nom- 
inating Senator Kern as a candidate for tem- 
porary chairman in opposition to Parker. 


Mack Takes His Place. 

At 12:10 Cardinal Gibbons took his place 
at the front of the platform and Mr. Mack 
took his place at the chairman's desk. 
Charles R. Crisp, parliamentarjan of the 
house of representatives, took a seat near 
Mr. Mack. He was to act as parliamentary 
adviser to the chairman. 

Representative Robert L. Henry ot Texas, 
chairman of the house committee on rules. 
climbed the stairs to the stage and conversed 
for a moment with Bryan. Henry, who led 
the Bryan supporters in the house, was ex- 
pected to lend ulis influence to the Nebraskan 
in the convention. 

Up to that time Charles F. Murphy, Alton 
B. Parker, Senator O' Gorman, and several 
of the other conservative leaders were still 
absent. 

There was one ian contrast between the 
convention arrangements here and those at 
Chicago. At the Republican convention the 
hall fairly swarmed with policemen. In the 
hall here today to find a cop was like 
searching for a needle ina haystack. 


Convention Called to Order. 

Chairman Mack dropped his gavel at 12:16 
with the announcement: 

“The convention will be in order. 
sergeant at arms will clear the aisles." 

Confusion followed as the officials endeav- 
ored to get the delegates and spectators into 
their seats. / 

A moment after Chairman Mack began 
pounding for order, Parker, accompanied by 
Morgan J. O’Brien of New York, appeared, 
making his way up the wrong aisle in search 
of the New York delegation. 

A cry of Parker! Parker! came from 
the galleries, but the former candidate was 
not generally recognized. 

“Tom '’ Taggart arrived and took a place 
on the stage. 

Delegates, late in getting by the door- 
keepers, caured much confusion on the floor 
and delayed the beginning of proceedings. 

Mr. Bryan received word that Indiena. 
Senator Kern's home state, hae decided by a 
big majority to support Parker, and thus 
uphold the national committee. This news 
was taken by many delegates to mean de- 
feat to the Nebraskan in his first great fight 
of the convention. Mr. Bryan appeared not 
to be disturbed.

The aisles were still pretty well choked up, 
but the delegates weré good natured about it 
and endeavored to help straighten out the 
tangle. 


Invocation by Gibbons. 


Following the call Chairman Mack intro- 
duced Cardinal Gibbons for the invocation. 
The great audience rose and stood during the 
prayer and the great convention hall was 
stlent. 

Cardinal Gibbons spoke as follows: 

We pray thee, O God of might, wisdom, 
and justice, through whom authority is 
rightly administered, laws are enacted, and 
judgment decreed, assist with thy Holy Spirit 
of counsel and fortitude the president of 
these United States, that his administration 
may be conducted in righteousness and be 
eminently useful to thy people over whom 
he presides by encouraging due respect for 
virtue and religion, by a faithful execution 
of the laws of justice and mercy, and by 
restraining vice and immorality. 

Let the iight of thy divine wisdom direct 
the deliberations of this convention and shine 
forth in all its proceedings and enactments, 
20 that they may tend to the preservation of 
peace and good will and the promotion of 
concord and harmony.

May this convention demonstrate once more 
to the American people and to the world at 
large that the citizens of the United States

We are 
out here in the tidy part of an old and 
settled. down community, surrounded by sug- 
gestions of good behavior and nice eastern 
civilization, and I really believe our environ- 
ment has a repressing effect on the wild 
and woolly boys from the west, except when 
they get into the convention hall.

„„ e found the usual hurly-burly of efbow- 
ing and jostling visitors all in and around 
the Belvidere. About the most .fruitiess 
occupation in the world is trying to get any 
definite inspiration or reliable facts out of 
one of these hotel jams, so we passed up 
the Belvidere and kept on toward the con- 
vention hall. 

We tratled with a brass band that was lead- 
ing a second bunch of Pennsylvania martyrs 
one of whom had the nerve to carry a banner 
reading Give us Wilson and we will/ave 
you Pennsylvania.” Now, when Pennsyl-

The sidewalks were filled with people, all 
pearing toward the convention hall, with our 
band acting as guide. We marched along 
through humble streets between infirm rows 
of three story houses, 


while we passed at the right a great open 
patch of rolling park and then we turned to 
the left and climbed about an eighth of a 
mile to the armory. The street ahead seemed 
absolutely barricaded with people, but we 
squirmed through to the deadline, holding 
up our tickets until the policeman could reach 
out and lay his hands on it.

We had to form in a long, struggling line 
and slowly work our way toward the en- 
trance. We were ordered by policemen who 
were a good deal more excited than we were. 
At last I found myself wedged in a narrow 
doorway, still holding my ticket above my 
head and hoping to die if I didn't have a 
right to go inside. : 

The pukeds and haulers employed at 
every doorway passed me along until I came 
to a wooden stairway. I climbed up through 
the gloom and came out into the gallery 
of the convention hall, which was so stu- 
pendous in all directions and so variegated 
with gay colors and so lively with moving 
crowds of people that I am sure I felt prop- 
erly enthused and thrilled. 

The whole floor space below was one spread 
of bright yellow chairs packed in close rows 
and already spotted with bunches of dele- 
gates. The light colored chairs and the pine 
table of the press section, together with the 
gilded railing and the pale silk hangings all 
around the upper walis, gave one the decided 
impression that the Democratic convention 
was a blonde. Nven the big girders support- 
ing the roof and the spaces in between were 
covered with some kind of gauzy cloth of a 
cheerful shade.

He loobed frowning and worried, just a little 
tired, but very determined. I think he knew 
what was coming, but he acted like a man 
ready to go through.

Confusion at Night Session. 


Only a scattering attendance appeared in 
the galleries at 8 o'clock, the hour set for con- 
vening the convention. 

The delegates began to crowd in about 8:20 
and in a few minutes the aisles were in con- 
fusion.’ The sergeants at arms tried in vain 
to get the delegates seated. Many of them 
waited to visit and converse and they thought 
the aisles the proper place to doit. Finally 
four policemen were placed in each aisle to 
keep the crowd moving. 

At 8:25 Chairman Mack dropped his gavel 
and the night session was on. The Rev. W. 
M. Dame of Baltimore then delivered the 
prayer. In conclusion the Rev. Mr. Dame 
led the assembly in the Lord's prayer.

USERS OF OPIUM. 
ARMERS’ Bulletin No. 393, depart- 
ment of agriculture, is on the sub- 
ject of habit forming. I do not 
know why this was issued as a 
Farmers’ bulletin, except that there 
is no place in our scheme of government 
for People’s bulletins. Farmers have no 
more drug habits than the general] run of 
people. On the other hand, it has been 
said there are more drug habitués among 
physicians than any other class. 

This bulletin says it is estimated that 
there are more than 1,000,000 drug addicts 
in the United States. Another statement 
is The amount of opium imported into 
the United States so far during the pres- 
ent decade indicates that the amount per 
vapita is about the same as for the pre- 
ceding ten years.” 

Crothers says that two-thirds of the 
morphine used is consumed by addicts. 


~—i— « 
There are three reasons for this article. . 


The first one is. that the morphine disease 
is no trifling matter. 

The morphine habit is always acquired 
under an alias. A man seeks to escape a 
pain and justifies himself in taking mor- 
phine by saying a dose, or a few doses, 
will do him less harm than the pain. His 
mistake is in not seeing that he is really 
deciding between the pain and the habit. 

A man seeks to get a needed night’s 
sleep with morphine. He weighs one night 
against one dose. He should be able to 
see the end of the string and know that 
he is weighing a habit against a tem- 
porary discomfort. A man is temporarily 
in the straits and feels that he has not 
the grit to carry himself over. He takes 
a dose of morphine, forgetting he is only 
“laying the questien” on the table, and 
that, when he takes it up tomorrow, the 
morphine will have left him with even less 
grit; the difficulty to be met has grown as 
it lay unmet. 

The second reason for writing this arti- 
cle is to call attention to the score or more 
of paths that seem innocent enough, but 
that lead to fitmddom. Cough medicines, 
sleep medicines, refilted prescriptions. 
opium cures, which contain opium, mor- 
phine or codein, medicine for pain, etc. 
The man who begins with these does not 
fight out the question, Will I be an opium 
fiend? while he is strong, but after his 
‘will is weakened and his grit is lessened. 

A large part of the opium addicts are 
neurasthenics by inheritance. A large part 
are neurasthenics from lack of training 
in self-control. Another part become men- 
tally disturbed by the drug. Certain types 
of criminality ate frequently found in drug 
fiends. '

The third reason for writing this article” 
is to set forth the justice of taking mor- 
phine into consideration in judging the 
motives of addicts, and to suggest that 
opinm fiends cannot be cured or helped by 
punishment. They must be patiently and 
persistently helped and then retrained. 
Cure ig not effected when morphine is no 
longer used. They are not cured until 
they have gotten a grip on themselves 
and a new hold on affairs.

FRUITVALE LOTS AND TAXES. 


Chicago, June 24.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—Last fall at the land and 
irrigation exposition in the Coliseum I re- 
ceived an application for a free lot in 
Fruitvale, Mich. I filled it out and sent 
it in with $3, which was required for re- 
cording and abstract. Aft@ many delays 
and excuses I have finally received my 
deed. 

With the deed is a bill for 60 cents taxes on 
the lot, but no abstract or plat of the land. 
The tax bill is payable to the Fruitvale 
Improvement club at room 504 Hearst 
building. is is the same address as the 
Fruitvale Development company, which 
distributed the lots. The bill states that 
the Fruitvale Improvement club is an or- 
ganization of Fruitvale lot owners. I 
know a number of the lot owners, but I 
do not know one that ever heard of the 
“club” until it sent him the bill for taxes. 

What I want to know is whether this 
“club” has the right to collect taxes and 
whether the receipts it gives are any 
good? It was stated at the time of the 
land show when.the lots were given away 
that taxes had been paid and they were 
clear of all incumbrances. The receipt 
states that these are “‘ delinquent taxes.” 

As the land show was held under the 
auspices of THe Trisune and the lots 
were given away by the management of 
the show, it seems to me you should 


clear up this matter.

REPLY. 

In the first place, the land show was not held 
under the auspices of The Tribune last year. 
The land show was founded and run by The Trib- 
une in 1909, but in 1010 and 1911 it was managed 
by the United States Land and Irrigation EXxposi- 
tion company, in which Tue Tribune’’ did not 
own one share of stock or have a representative. 
The men who did hold the stock in that company 
are Harrison M. Parker, William M. Gibbons, and 
Harry R. Gibbons. The Fruitvale, Development 
company was controlled by the same interests. 

During the last few months “‘ The Tribune re- 
gained possession of the land show and will con- 
duct this great expoettion next November through 
the United States Land Show, 4 corporation in 
which H. M. Parker, W. M. Gibbons, and H. R. 
Gibbons have no interest of any kind. 

When The Tribune regained possession of 
the land show it required its former owners to put 
up a bond of $90,000 to insure the delivery of the 
Fruitvale deeds, an obligation which has been 
fulfilied. The tax problem was not foreseen, and 
it is one which Frultvale lot owners must handle 
for themselves. The Tribune has written to 
F. D. Magoon, county treasurer of Muskegon coun- 
ty, for information concerning the taxation of the 
Fruitvale lote. His answer follows: 

** Replying to your favor of recent date. There 
are no taxes on the plat of Fruitvale and its addi- 
tions in Muskegon county. Taxes are due and 
payable each year, first to the township treasurer 
from Dec. 1 to March 1, after which date they are 
returned and payable at the county treasurer's 
office. * 

This property was assessed as acreage land for 
the taxes of 1011. The tax per acre averaged about 
10 cents, or about two-thirds of a cent per lot. I 
do not know how it will be assessed this year, but 
probably will be as acreage land In fact, I doubt 
if it wilt ever be assessed otherwise. 

“The township treasurer, county treasurer, and 
auditor general are the only persons who can issue 
a legal tax receipt.“

PARCELS POST AND EXPRDSS. 


Chicago, June 19.—[To the Friend of 
the People. I—I refer to Tue Tinu 
editorial, “ Some Telling Testimony,” re- 
ferring to the parcels post. I wish to 
know, in case of Joss of any parcel, stolen 
or destroyed by fire, will the government 
promptly pay all losses, not any red tape, 
Waiting six months or more for any set- 
tlement? A few months ago I sent by 
mail a package of merchandise to my 
granddaughter at Convent Station, N. J., 
correctly addressed, weighed, and stamped, 
at the main postoffice, adding also the 
name of the sender. That package. never 
arrived at its destination, thongh I made 
proper inquiries at the postoffice. The 
value of the package was about $6. 
Since then I sent my granddaughter, same 
destination, by the United States Bxpress 
company, same address, a parcel, writing 
value $5, and prepaying charges of 45 
cents, the package containing a French 
doll. On arriving it was badly broken 
and of no value. “I made a proper claim 
to the United States Express company, 
inclosing my receipt and propér evidence 
of the damage from the receiver. In less 
than about two months I received a no- 
tice from the company to call, and with- 
out any questioning was paid the 85. How 
would it be with the parcels post?

| The New Home. | 


(From the Philadelphia North American.) 

It was a test that wrung great souls when 
the men from Massachusetts and the Green 
mountains and the men from Virginia and 
the Carolinas journeyed here to Philadelphia 
in 1776 to renounce an old and cherished 
allegiance and institute revolt. Those men 
came in determined but grave and regretful 
mood. Loyalty was part of their being. 
England to mem was “home,” even 
tho they never had trod any but’ : 
this new land. They had carved prin- 
cipalities out of the wilderness of natural 
and human savagery. ‘And conquering under 
England's flag, they or their forbears had 
given to their gtates and counties and towns 
the names they still have, of English places 
and English rulers. 

There wae long held love, as well as deep 
joyalty, for all that had been in what they 
then renounced. But in answer to the high 
command of the spirit of freedom in a land 
foreordaine? for freedom they did not hesi- 
tate. The old ways would not serve to settle 


of wen and the tyranny of privilege. Com- 
promise was no longer compatible with honor 
and petriotism. Therefore, those men spoke 
and did as true Americans will ever speak 
and do when, in a new age, new conditions 
give rise to a new manifestation of that end- 
jess conflict between humanity and privileged 
greed. Facing loes and danger, they suffered 
obloquy and slender and, stigmatized as 
traitors and self-seekers, they fought and 
won the revolution. 

Generations later, men had come to hold 
almost the same love and loyalty to one or 
the other of the two great political parties. 
In the beginning, a man was a Whig or & 
Democrat because his party truly represented 
his ideals and beliefs of government and 
patriotism. 

But the old conflict arose in new form. 
And as it became irrepressible, Whig and 
Democrat grew to be mere meaningless 
words. Conscience and freedom called again, 
and Conscience Whigs’ and Free Soll 
Democrats marked the reluctant depar- 
tures from the old parties. But the time 


be compromise with honor and patriotism, 
and the Republican party tame into being, 

Actuated by those same motives, we be 
lieve that the men who, on Saturday at Chi- 
cago, created the preliminary orgamization 
of the Progressive party were filled with the 
same stern sadness. Their loyalty to Repub- 
licanism is to the core and unimpaired. But 
that very loyalty and their higher duty to, 
their country and to humanity have made & 
impossible to sanction longer the control of

Many of these men know that their co. ree 
may cost them the attainment of high po- 
litical ambitions. They know that their 
motives and conduct will be widely and bit- 
terly misrepresenté& They know that it 
will entail such partings as those which came 
to brothers half a century ago. They know 
he truth of Theodore Roosevelt's earnest 
warning: I have nothing to offer any man; 
any man who supports me will do so without 
hope of gain and at the risk of personal loss 
and discomfort.” 

But the high command of old was upon 
them. And they make answer, as did the 
Anrtricans of old. - 

It is the culmination of the great protest 
from the representatives of the Republican 
voters in the great Republican states of the 
nation, and of the fight they have made 
against combined forces of political cofrup- 
tion and debauching special privilege. 

It is their direct answer to the theft of the 
Republican convention from the people of 
the country, accomplished by placing fraud- 
ulent delegates—the creatures of the bosses— 
in the seats of delegates honestly elected by 
the people themselves. 

It is the absolutely necessary recognition 
of the need for a party formed in the inter 
est of the public, to fight such political crimes 
as have been openly committed by the politi- 
cal corruptionists, and to fight the ever in- 
creasing domination of special privilege in 
politics, in commerce, and industry. 

This is no bolt. It is no mere act of pas- 
gion or factional revenge. It is more than 
even a distinctly political movement. It is 
the beginning of a national effort to effect 
a great moral purpose, and its strength 
will grow as men understand that their 
rights have been stolen, and it is for their 


It is above partisanship, above sectional- 
ism. When, in 1856, the call for the conven- 
tion of a new party was made, it was. ad- 
dressed to “all the people of the United 
States,“ who believed that human rights 
are superior to conflicting claims of priv- 
ileged property, without regard to past 
political differences or divisions.” 

And now this call goes forth to every 
American who believes in these fundamental 
principles: That the people have the right 
to rule themselves, and can do so better than 
any outsiders can rule them; and, second, 
that it is their duty so to rule in a spirit 
of justice toward every man and every wom- 
an within our borders, and to use the gov- 
ernment.so far as possible as an instrument 
for obtaining not merely politica’ but in- 
dustrial justice.“ 

It ie addressed to Democrats as well as to 
Republicans. For every intelligent citizen 
who looks toward Baltimore this week is 
bound to see that the line of difference lied 
across, and not between the two old parties: 
that, in reality, there have been four illogical 
parties, and that, by control of party ma- 
chinery through corrupt bosses and division 
of the progressives, the masters of special 
privilege have controlled both parties and 
made majority rule by the people an im- 
possibility. 

The new Progressive party o not a one 
man party. It is founded upon the sentiment 
of the masses of the people, expressed by 
their votes, and not simply upon a personal 
following. That Theodore Roosevelt is its 
natural leader at the start is inevitable. But

Speeches Declared in Disfavor 
with People by Marquis 
Eaton, Association Leader. 


Band Concerts and Ceremonies in 
Every Park and Playground 
of the City. 


Fourth of July this year is to be san’, 
safe and inexpensive, under the dictum of 
the Sane Fourth association, of which Mar 
quis Eaton is president. James Edgar Brown 
is the chairman of the program committee. 

Instead of concentrating all efforts and 
money upon one exhibition.or pageant in 
one district of the city, the plan is to have 
segregated entertainments, lasting from 
early.morning until late at night. For the 
first time in the history of the city the re- 
cent ordinance against the explosion of fire- 
works will be rigidly in effect. 

“One of the most pertinent reasons why 
the segregated plan was decided upon,” said 
Eaton, “is that the association is not finan- 
olally able to arrange for an army tourna- 
ment or pageant of nations, such as were the 
features’ of “1910 and 1911. Moreover, the 
campaign carried on by Tax Trisunm, to- 
gether with the success of the association 
for the last two years, has put a quietus 
on the fanatical destruction af} Mfe and 
property at the hands of the small boy with 
a cannon cracker. It is now but a enatter 
of evolution, and the various neighborhoods 
or districts of the city will take the annual 
patriotic demonstrations in their own hands‘ 
and give the people a rational substitute for 
their former Patriotic exuberances.” 


Plan of Association. 

The plan of the association as outlined by 
ae. Katon is this: 

“Patriotic demonstrations will be alty 
wide, Every park and playground in the 
city will be utilized for the entertainment of 
thé youth and an especial attempt will be 
made to. amalgamate the various nations 
within our boundaries in segregated enter- 
tainments that they may realize the true sen- 
tment of the Fourth of July 

“ CoGperation of the park commissioners 
has been secured. The directors of the 
Diaygrounds all over the city will arrange 
individual entertainments following the gen- 
era] plan of the association. 

There will be no speeches’ It has been 
found that long addresses are usually un- 
popular and unsatisfactory. In the place of 
‘speeches every district will be provided with 
a stereopticon and a selection of slides pic- 
turing important events in the history of the 
nation. The progress of the nation from 
the argument of Columbus with Ferdinand 
‘and ‘Isabella to the speech of Lincoln at 
Gettyeburg and the Spanish war will be 
represented with slides. Experienced public 
speakers will be hired at the expense of the 
association to interpret the slides. 

Concerts in All Parks. 

There will de band concerts in every park 
and playground. Instromental selections 
will be interspersed with vocal music and 
songs by the various gatherings. 

Competitive sports will be a feature in 
many places. Prizes will be given to young 
athletes. Improvement associations will give 

prizes for the best decorated houses. Prizes 
also will be given for costumes and * 
individual entertainments.

Lawrence Alma Tadema, 


Artist, Dies in Germany. | 


IESBADEN, Germany, June 25.—Sir 
Lawrence Alma-Tadema, the famous 
painter, died here last night. He had- 
been suffering from ulceration of the 
stomach. 

He was born in Dronryp, Holland, Jan. 8, 
1836, the son of Pieter Tadema, a _ notary. 
Carly in life he moved to England and was nat- 
uralized as a Nritish subject. He was educated 
in the Leeuwardin gymnasium, and was a pupil 
at the Royal academy, Antwerp, His first wife 
was Marie Pauline Gressin de Bois Girard, 
whom he married in 1863. She lived only six 
years after their marriage. In 1871 he mar- 
ried a daughter of G. Napoleon Epps, M. P. C. S. 
She died in 1909. 

Sir Lawrence was one of the best known of 
présent day English artists. He was made an 
associate of the Royal academy in 1876, and 
three years later became a fullfledged R. A. He 
was knighted in 1899, and received the Order of 
Merit in 1905. He was given the degree of Litt. 
P. by the Dublin university in 1892, and D. C. 
L. by Durham in 1893. He was also .. 
H. R. S., and F. S. A. 

Americans are familiar with the work of 
Alma-Tadema, whose favorite subjects were of 
ancient times, many of them mythical. Some of 
his best known works are “ Clothilde at the 
Tomb of Her Grandchildren,” “ The Education 
of the Children of Clovis,” How the Egyptians 
Amused Themselves 3,000 Years Ago, e 
quinſus Superbus,“ The Vintage,” “The Jug- 
gier,” “A Roman Emperor.“ *“ Unconscious 
Rivals,” “The Roses of Heliogabalus,” “ The 
Woman of Amphissa,” “The Conversion of 
Paula,” “The Finding of Moses,” "* Caracalla 
and Geta,” and “ Reading from Homer.” 

Two or three of the smaller and lesser known 
canvases are in the Metropolitan museum in 
New York City. 

Two daughters,.Miss Laurence Alma-Tadema, 
a writer, and Miss Anna, an artist, who took 
the second medal at the Paris exhibition in A, 
survive him. 

Miss Laurence has been in New York as a 
lecturer. The artist's residence at 34 Grove End 
road, St. John's Wood, London, N. W., is famous 
as one of the most artfStic and beautiful in 
London, if not.in the world.

Economical Housekeeping 


Boston Brown Bread. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
OSTON grandmothers would rise in their 
graves and shake a warning finger at 
posterity if they could but see and taste 
of some of the brown loaves that are 
sold as Boston brown bread.” A soft 
sponge, deeply colored with molasses of the 
darkest sort, 


curable at some bakeries under this title. 

The Pilgrims and Puritans learned the use 
of cornmeal from the Indians, and when they 
began to apply to it recipes for making bread 
learned before they ever saw America they 
gradually evolved a brown bread that was not 
like any of the brown breads of Europe, where 
there are many. I am quite sure that this was 
the origin of Boston brown bread, but am open 
to conviction should historical facts prove that 
I am deceived. 

— 

At any rate, I am sure that New England 
brown bread was always made of cornmeal and 
of some one other meal or flour, but the basal 
ingredient was the corn. It was an invariable 
accompaniment of baked beans, and some of its 
modern uses, in sandwi making and ground 
up for the flavoring of ige cream, were entirely 
unheard of. 

Some future dictionary maker may describe 
Boston brown bread as a steamed bread, 
steamed in pound baking powder cans and 
slightly browned in the oven, for this is a defi- 
nition one might work out after reading a great 
number of recipes for this bread as made the 
country over. 

Formerly but one meal besides the cornmeal 
was used in the making and this was, in the 
majority of cases, graham or some coarse wheat 
meal. Nowadays the leading. light in Boston 
cooking uses one cup of cornmeal, one cup of 
graham flour, and one cup of rye flour. 


— 


With a sweet milk one gets a much thinner 
batter than with sour milk, and therefore a 
sweet milk brown bread seems to be more 
economical, since it makes a larger quantity of 
bread, than the sour milk. Soda is, however, 
used with the sour as with the sweet milk. The 
thin batter breads are more likely to break in 
coming out of the mold than those of a thicker 
batter. 

The following two recipes are some that I 
have had for twenty-five years at least. They 
are state of Maine recipes. The bread made of 
the rye is the lighter and is more moist and 
that made of the graham is improved by adding 
more molasses than the recipe calls for. In 
making brown breads it must always be remem- 
bered that some cornmeals swell more than 
others. The modern brands mostly swell up 
more than did the old ungranulated meals. 


a 


Brown Bread I.—One pint of clabbered sour 
milk, two cups of cornmeal, one of graham, two 
tablespoons of molasses, one teaspoon of salt, 
two of saleratus. Steam four hours and bake 
half an hour. This batter will fill a quart and 
a half mold two-thirds full, as full as it ought 
to be. 

Brown Bread II.—One cup of cornmeal, one- 
third of a cup of ryemeal, one cup of sweet 
milk, one-third of a cup of sour milk, three 
tablespoons of molasses, one-half a teaspoon of 
salt, one-half teaspoon of soda. Steam three 
hours and dry in oven. This is one-third of my 
old recipe, but it is enough to fill a quart mold 
as full as it ought to be in order that the batter 
may rise sufficiently. 

According to the most modern ways of doing, 
the bread is put-on a trivet in a kettle of boiling 
water, the water coming up half way on the 
mold, According to the older fashion, it was put 
on in cold water and it was a good way to do. 
Of course, the water will have ta be renewed 
as it boils away.

Shakes Fist at Asquith. 


DENOUNCES THE JAIL TERMS. 


Declares British Premier Should Be 
Driven Sut of Office. 


LONDON, June 25.—Intense embitterment 
has been engendered in England by the 
forcible feeding of the imprisoned suffragets 
who declared a hunger strike while in jail. 

This was refiected in an extraordinary 
scene this afternoon in the house of com- 
mons when George Lansbury, a Socialist 
member, denounced Premier Asquith and 
the government in such vitriollo terms that 
the, speaker ordered him to leave the house 
and threatened to have bim ejected unless he 
went out. 

Timothy Healy, the Nationalist, had ap- 
pealed to Premier Aequith to release the 
women, and the prémier replied that they 
gould leave prison this afternoon on giving a 
promise not to repeat their offense. 


Shakes Fist in Asquith’s Face. 

Mr. Lanebury immediately projected h@e- 
gelt at the treasury bench, shaking his fist 
in the faces of Premier Asquith and the other 
ministers. With his face only a few inches 
from that of Mr. Aagquith, Mr. Lanebury 
acreamed: / 

“You are beneath contempt. You know 
the women cannot give such a promise. It 
is dishonorable to ask them to do so. 

“Talk of Ruseslan atrocities; why, you will 
go down (o history as the torturers and mur- 
derers of innocent women. Youyught to be 
driven out of office.” 

The house was quickly in disorder. When 
quiet was restored the speaker ordered Mr. 
Langbury to leave. 

“T am not going out while these con- 
tempitable things are torturing and murder- 
ing women,” Lansbury yelled. 


Quieted by Labor Members. 

He appeared to be much overwrought, but 
when the speaker warned him that he would 
be forcibly ejected unless he went of his 
Own accord the labor members gathered 
about their colleague and induced him to 
quit. 

Three suffragets nearly succeeded tn m- 
vading the house of commons this evening. 
They obtained admission to St. Stephen's hall, 
where they smashed the glass panels of the 
Goor leading to the central hall, when they 
were seized by police and taken to the sta- 
tion house.

Matteawan Prisoner Testifies on 
Sixth Anniversary of the 
New York Murder. 


White Plains, N. T., June %.—Harry K. 
Thaw passed five hours today—the sixth an- 
niversary of his shooting of Stanford White 
on the witness stand under fire of examina- 
tion by William T. Jerome, who is opposing 
Thaw’'s fight for release from the Matteawan 
asylum. 

Mr. Jerome reminded the witness sudden- 
ly of the anniversary of the tragedy and 
questioned him sharply as to circumstances 
of the killing. 

Both Thaw and his counsel, Clarence J. 
Shearn, quickly interposed objections on the 
ground that Mr. Jerome was showing animus 
and ‘‘ serving private interests. 


Thaw Shows No Agitation. 

Mr. Jerome declared his questioning was 
within the province of a mental examina- 
tion,” and he wae generally upheld by Judge 
Keogh, but was unsuccessful in his apparent 
attempts to make the witness display undue 
agitation. The question of Thaw's motive 
in killing White did not bother him. 

“It was on account of the cold-blooded 
way in which he had done things to my_wife 
and other girls,“ he declared firmly. 

He refused to answer when Jerome asked 
if he was insane during the half minute he 
was killing White. But he said later: 1 
think m mental condition was the same as 
Gen. Daniel Sickles when he shot Key.“ 


Believes He Is Sane Now.

Sickles did not hide behind a woman's skirts, 
as Evelyn testified the other day that you

Kulp denied he was speeding. He told the 
police he was running the machine about 
twelve miles an hour. 

“As I arrived at Diversey boulevard the 
woman stepped out. A woman companion 


tried to pull her back, but she was not quick . 


enough.” 

The companion was Miss Freda Jacobson, 
2262 Lincoln avenue. 

Kulp broke down and wept when told of 
the death of Miss Holmes. He pleaded to 
be allowed his ÜUberty on bonds. The others 
in the machine were Kulp’s brother, Isadore 
Kulp, and two friends.

ALTIMORE, Mda., June 25.—[{Speciel.] 
—Despite the brilliant fididing and 
the terrific hitting of Old Bill Bryan. 
the Go Ahead club was defeated to- 
day by a team representing the Whoa 

Back element of the Democratic league. 
The fifty-eight hits made by the Gas House
